PUKOHASE OP LAND (IRELAND) ACTS. 


RULE AND FORM OF THE IRISH LAND 
COMMISSION. 

Dated November 13, 1895. 


Agreements for the sale and purchase of a holding 
entered into in pursuance of the Purchase of Land 
(h’eland) Amendment Ach 1895, shall be in Form .9 A, 
with such variations as may from time to time he directed, 
and shall otherwise be prepared, signed, verified, and 
stamped as is directed by Rule 10 of the Rules of the 
15th August, 1891, -with reference to agreements between 
vendor and tenant for purchase, and shall also state how 
and when the former tenancy w'as determined, and for 
what period immediately prior to the date of the agree- 
ment the vendor or his predecessor in title had been 
in occupation of the holding ; the parties to sucli agree- 
ment shall give such further information as may be 
rec[uired by the Commissioner with respect to the 
former tenancy and the occupation of the lands since 
the determination of such tenancy. 


' If the vendor clainxs to he the successor in title of the 
I landlord at whose suit such proceedings were taken, an 
affidavit by him shall be also lodged, setting forth the 
particulars of his succession ; and if the purchaser claims 
to be the personal representative of the former tenant, 
the original probate of the will or administration to the 
goods of sudi former tenant, or other document showing 
■ how such claim is founded, shall also be lodged with such 
agreement. No such agreement shall, without special 
order, be received after the 5th of May, 1896.

J)irect(on8 as to the Preparation of the Agreement and Affidavit. 

The Agreement and Affidavit must be neatly and aooiu'ately prepared, 
without any blanks, and all clauses not applicable to the case must be 
struck out, otherwise the agreement cannot be received. 

"When females ai*e parties to the Agreement they must be described 
either as ‘‘spinster*,” “widow,” or “ \^e of A.£." 

The price, the advance, and the^ guarantee deposit must be in pounds 

onlj. 
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Wien it is intended that tie Purchaser shall bear the coats of his 
Vesting Order the ■words “ which min is to include all expenses incidental 
to the purchase’* should he struck out. 

Clause 1. After “ purchase of the same ” insert any rights of grazing, 
or turbary, or other rights, \7hich are appurtenant zo the holding and 
which are exercised over lands not included therein, e.g., “ together with 
such right of grazing and cutting turf as has heretofore been exercised 
hy the Purchaser upon the bog on the lands of .S^acAocrc in thepoasession 
of the Vendor ; (or if the bog be tenanted) in the occupation of A.B.” 
When the lan«k sold are held by the Vendor under Pee-farm Grant, or 
Lease, any exceptions, or reservations in such Gi*ant, or Lease, should 
be here excepted, though the head-rent is to be redeemed. Also if the 
holding is to be sold subjeot to any annual outgoing theretofore paid by 
the Landlord, the fact should be here specified, but the 9’edempiton of all 
outgoings will facilitate the sale. 

If the advance is of the whole purchase moaey strike out clause 2. 

If the advance does not exceed three-fourths of the purchase-money, 
or if the guarantee deposit is to be retained out of the advance, strike 
out clause 3. 

The Agreement must be signed by both Vendor and Purchaser or by 
some pei-aon acting under power of attorney. An attorney should sign 
thus, ‘‘ A.B. hy C.T). acting under power of attorney,” Trustees or limited 
owners selling imder the provisions of th^ Lwnd Act, 1882 ,” 

must themselves sign the Agreement. 

The person administering the affidavit should not bo the Vendor, 
hia -agent or solicitor, or the Purchaser’s solicitor.
